THE FARM GROUP AT PR E SE N T 
W ITHHOLDS ACTION ON THE 
BINGHAM CASE

W ashington, Oct. 28.—W hile repub­ 
lican party leaders in congress deny 
any intent of seeking political ven­ 
geance for the wrecking of their tariff 
bill in the senate, the farm bloc wing 
is looking with wonder at the extra­ 
ordinary preparations which the lead 
ers are making for the 1930 congres 
lienal elections. 
Indications that the actions of the 
bloc 
putting the debenture farm re­ 
lief plan on the tariff bill, elim inating 
the flexible provisions 
and 
severely 
cutting the proposed 
industrial 
in 
creases—had aroused ill-feeling, came 
first from the farm bloc members sev­ 
eral days ago. 
It was reported Sen. 
George 
W 
Norris, Nebraska, who supported the 
democratic presidential 
nominee 
in 
1 he last cam paign and who has op­ 
posed the tariff bill, had been inform 
ed by his friends that he was marked 
for serious opposition. 
The friends 
claimed former Gov. Samuel D. Mc- 
Kelvie of Nebraska was being groom­ 
ed to run against Norris for the sen­ 
ate next year, and that McKelvie’s ap­ 
pointment to the farm 
board 
had 
helped to groom him for the race 
Then came news that at 
a 
New 
York dinner for 
Claudius 
Huston, 
new 
republican 
national 
chairman, 
some members of the farm group in 
the senate had been criticized. Simul­ 
taneously it was made known Otto H 
Kahn of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., had been 
named treasurer of 
the 
republican 
senatorial 
campaign 
com m ittee 
of 
which Sen. George Moses, republican, 
New Hampshire, is chairman. 
Moses em phatically denied there was 
any intention of raising any unusual 
sum of money to oppose 
the 
farm 
group in the congressional 
election 
and said he had trouble enough in 
the eastern states where several of 
the so-called regular republican sena­ 
tors are seeking re-election. 
Three 
others of the farm group aside from 
Norris are up, Borah of Idaho, Mc- 
Master of South Dakota and Schall of 
Minnesota. 
In the light of this 
situation 
the 
farm groups have withheld action for 
the present in 
the 
Bingham 
case 
which was presented to the senate 
Saturday by the senate lobby investi­ 
gating committee. 
The farm group 
with 
the 
democrats 
dominate 
the 
committee. 
Their report refrained 
from criticizing the employment 
by 
Bingham of a representative of the 
Connecticut 
M anufacturers’ 
Associa­ 
tion as his tariff adviser on the gov­ 
ernment payroll. 
What action will be taken by the 
coalition against Bingham 
has 
not 
been determined, but assurances have 
been privately granted among senat­ 
ors that the case will not be permitted 
to drop, unnoticed. 
Sen. Caraway, democrat, Arkansas, 
chairman of the committee, planned 
to make a second speech to the senate 
today, supplem enting that of 
Satur­ 
day in which he hinted some step 
was under consideration.

senate his employment of Charles L. 
Eyanson of the Connecticut M anufac­ 
turers’ Association as his secretary 
“I was advised by friends not to ap­ 
pear before the com m ittee because it 
had been framed against 
me 
as 
a 
friend of the adm inistration,” Bing 
ham said. 
Bingham asserted one member 
of 
the investigating com m ittee had him ­ 
self used a capitol policeman in the 
government employ to drive him 
to 
his home in the mid-west last summer, 
and argued therefore the com m ittee 
itself was not without blame in using 
government 
employees 
for 
private 
purposes. 
“I could not help wondering how 
that particular senator could 
m ain­ 
tain such a high moral tone when it 
is a m atter of current report that he 
took a capitol policeman and used 
him as a private chauffeur to drive 
him home at governm ent expense last 
summer,” Bingham said. 
Senator Blaine, republican, W iscon­ 
sin, a member of the committee, then 
demanded that he naipe the senator 
to whom he was referring, declaring 
he had cast a 
reflection 
on 
every 
member of the senate. 
“I insist that he be named,” Blaine 
said. 
“It was the senator from W iscon­ 
sin,” Bingham replied. 
“I will answer that in turn,” Blaine 
said. 
Later he denied the charge and said 
Bingham ’s accusation was "a smoke 
screen against a slimy, 
dirty 
trail 
mapped out designedly from the of­ 
fice of the senator from Connecticut 
to the office of the Connecticut Manu­ 
facturers’ Association.” 
Bingham 
claimed 
he 
had 
been 
tricked by the investigating com m it­ 
tee. 
He said the report presented to 
the senate by the com m ittee 
citing 
the evidence of his case was a fair 
statem ent of facts but he was taken 
by surprise when Chairman Caraway 
of the com m ittee “made a speech at­ 
tacking me personally, and the Con­ 
necticut M anufacturers’ 
Association, 
torturing and twisting the evidence by 
implication and m aking several m is­ 
statem ents which were 
corrected 
a 
few moments later.” 
The Connecticut 
senator 
accused 


'court methods in attempting to throw 
a slur on him. 
Referring to the predomlnence of in­ 
dependent republican and democratic 
senators on the corp mitten, Bingham 
said: 
“I might have expected that n com ­ 
m ittee set up as this one would do 
such a thing. 
It wgs utterly incom­ 
prehensible to me, 'however, that a 
sub-committee of t 
senate judiciary 
com m ittee would conduct itself in the 
manner in which it did. 
“I did not suppose there 
was 
so 
much unfairness among senators and 
I did nut think for politieal purposes 
they would seek to damage a New 
England senator and an administra­ 
tion supporter.” 
Bingham criticized Chairman Nor­ 
ris of the judiciary committee for the 
appointments he made to the investi­ 
gating subcommittee. 
“The chairman of the judiciary com­ 
m ittee,” Bingham said, "is the only 
com m ittee chairman who in the last 
campaign denounced -tho republican 
candidate and did his best to elect tin* 
democratic candidate. 
I have won­ 
dered how he could maintain his will­ 
ingness to be chairman of the com­ 
mittee." 
Bingham asserted the membership 
of 
the 
com m ittee 
was 
“framed” 
against any "administration 
senator 
or administration interest." 
The membership of the committee, 
he pointed out, includes seven demo­ 
crats, seven republicans, 
and 
three 
anti-administration republicans. 
“It would have been supposed that 
a sub-committee of five would have 
included two democrats, two regular 
republicans and one anti-adm inistra­ 
tion republican. 
In view of its make­ 
up, I am not surprised to observe how 
the com m ittee acted,” In* said. 
Bingham 
charged 
the 
committee 
with being “far more 
interested 
in 
dam aging the reputation of a senator, 
far more interested in politics, and 
far more interested in making It diffi­ 
cult for New England industries to 
secure adequate protj^e^km than it was 
in investigating lobbyists.” 
Bingham denied that Eyanson was 
a lobbyist. 
“In the ordinary sense of the word 
Eyanson was not a lobbyist,” he said 
“There is no evidence of hiH approach­ 
ing any senator improperly or in re­ 
gard to any rates except m yself who 
had invited him to assist me." 
The 
attitude 
of 
the 
committee, 
Bingham 
charged, 
was: 
"You 
are 
damned if you do and you’re damned 
if you don’t, but we are going to get 
you.” 
He also denied secret information 
of the linance committee 
had 
been 
given the manufacturers. 
There were six or seven government 
employees in the secret sessions of the 
finance committee who were "a little 
too 
talkative 
afterward, ” 
Bingham 
said, hinting that they might have 
caused the leaks of niformation. 
“The 
Connecticut

Los Angeles, Oct. 28. 
Alexander 
Pantages, for years the premier show­ 
man of the west coast, played a losing 
role In his greatest drama and as a 
result must spend from one to fifty 
years in San Quentin penitentiary. 
A jury of seven women and Ave men 
late last night found him guilty of 
assaulting 17-year-old Eunice Pringle 
but recommended mercy. 
The prison 
term was mandatory. 
The Jury de­ 
liberated 53 hours. 
The 54-year old Greek multi-million 
aire will be called before Superior 
Judge Charles Fricke on November 
for sentence. 
At that tim e his attor­ 
neys will present a motion for a new 
trial and file notice of appeal. 
The verdict was returned 
in 
the 
courtroom In which his 
wife, 
Mrs 
Lois Pantages, was found guilty of 
manslaughter a month ago. 
The jury preferred the word of Miss 
Pringle, an amateur dancer 
and 
former co-ed, to that of the man who 
ran a small Klondike stake 
into 
$20,OOO,CMK) business. 
Hhe claimed that Pantages, on the 
pretext af giving her the footlight ca 
reer she desired, lured her to his of­ 
fice on August 9 and attacked her. 
Pantages denied her charge and ac­ 
cused her of plotting to “blackmail’ 
him. 
Pantages took the verdict stoically. 
His head bent forward and he cost 
lits eyes down but gave no other sign 
that he had heard. 
Miss Pringle was In seclusion at her 
home, where she has remained since 
the attack except when she was called 
to the court, room to testify. 
Mrs. 
Pantages, 
released 
on 
bail 
awaiting the result of her plea for 
probation to her manslaughter 
con 
viction, was too ill to be in court. 
Before Pantages was led from the 
court room to a Jail cell, Judge Fricke 
announced that the 
jury’s 
"further 
recommend the mercy of the court” 
could have no, beat lng on the sentence. 
The act which led to Pantages’ trial 
took pluce In his downtown theater 
building. 
Miss Pringle ran screaming from a 
“conference room” Into which she had 
gone with the showman. 
Her screams attracted police 
offi­ 
cers who arrested Pantages when she 
pointed ut him and said: 
"That’s the 
beast 
He attacked me.” 
The trial started on October 8. 
It 
drew tile greatest crowds Tm h Angeles 
courts have known since William Ed­ 
ward Hickman was convicted of the 
murder of Marion Parker. 
A q u ie t spoken, demure school girl, 
M is s Pringle told a forceful story of 
wtiat went on in the conference room. 
H he claimed that Pantages first told 
lier 
h e Intended to book her act on 
bls v a u d e v i l l e circuit. 
Then, she said, 
h e told her he loved her and that he 
h a t e d his wife. 
“I told him to be a gentlem an,” Miss 
Pringle 
testified, 
“but 
instead 
he 
clamped his hand over my mouth and 
started to attack me.” 
Hhe gave a vivid description, its de­ 
tails unprintable, of what took place. 
As Miss Pringle was 
the 
leading 
witness for the state, Pantages 
was 
for the defense. Talking with a heavy 
accent and gesticulating 
wildly, 
he 
denied every accusation. 
He said that the dancer was the ag­ 
gressor in the scuffle In the confer­ 
ence room, that she pulled his neck­ 
tie, 
disarranged 
his 
clothing 
and 
started screaming. 
He was "as polite 
a.s possible” in warding off her attack 
and forcing her from the 
room, 
he 
said. 
Pantages called witnesses to verify 
his version and to testify that Miss 
Pringle engaged in a conversation in 
which she intimated she intended to 
"make Pantages sorry if he 
doesn’t 
give me a job.” 
Once during the trial District

torney Buran Fitts said that in ail 
his life he never had witnessed “such 


HUGE LOAN WILL TEND TO SET 
MINIMUM WHEAT PRICE 
THIS YEAR 
Chicago, Oct. 28.—<U.R)—Uncle Sam 
stands ready to lend wheat farmers 
$100,000,000, or more if necessary. 
The federal farm board 
has an­ 
nounced the money 
will 
be 
made 
available immediately to 
counteract 
the slump in wheat prices brought on 
by the downward plunge In the stock 
market last week. 
The huge loan 
would tend to set a minimum wheat 
price this year, said a statement is­ 
sued by Alexander Legge, chairman 
of the board. 
Shrinkage of values in the whole­ 
sale liquidation of industrial 
stocks 
has forced wheat to an unwarranted 
low price and producers should not 
be forced to sell on such a market, 
the statem ent said. 
I-egge said the board was prepared 
to lend sufficient federal funds to au­ 
thorize co-operatives to bring wheat 
receipts to a figure ranging from $1.12 
a bushel for No. I white amber and 
No. I Durum to $1.25 a bushel for No. 
2 northern and No. I red winter wheat. 
Explaining that there is a grain co­ 
operative open to every wheat farmer 
in every state where the crop is grown, 
Legge’s statem ent continued: 
"The farmer may join, 
ship 
his 
wheat to a designated concentration 
point where it will be graded and 
classed and draw on it in advance. 
The 
co-operative 
will 
market the 
wheat In orderly fashion throughout 
the year and will 
settle 
with the 
farmer on the basis of the Anal price 
obtained. 
, 
'The board places no limit on the 
amount of government money to be 
so loaned. Nearly $100,000,000 to avail­ 
able for the purpose, and lf necessary, 
the board will ask congress to appro­ 
priate more.” 


Chicago, Oct. 28.—The federal farm 
board’s announcement that it stands 
ready to lend $100,000,000 to groin co­ 
operatives to aid in holding wheat 
off the market caused a sharp octanes 
in prices on the board of trode today.

The “Consumer:;' Counsel’' 


In the course of its tortuous and dilatory progress toward 
enactment, the tariff bill seems to be picking up a fine assortment 
of barnacles, says the Christian Science, Monitor. 
The latest is 
the unprecedented creation, by an overwhelming vote in the Sen­ 
ate, of an office to be called “The Consumers’ Counsel of the Tariff 
Commission of the United States.” 
The incumbent of this office 
is to get a salary of $10,000 a year, reduced from the original ap­ 
propriation of $12,000. Even the larger sum was, of course, quite 
below any fair proportion to the importance of the functions to 
be exercised— that it, supposing they could be exercised at all— 
for this Consumers’ Counsel is intended to be the representative 
of the great mass of the American people before the Tariff Com 
mission. 
It is for him to keep a sharp eye on such maneuver 
for the increase of the tariff as have been recently experienced i 
the course of the investigation into lobbying conducted by the 
Senate. 
Terrible thought! 
Suppose some senator with the in 
fluence and the astuteness of Mr. Bingham of Connecticut shoulc 
get the secretary of the M anufacturers Association appointee 
Consumers’ Counsel? And why not? 
S tranger things have been 
done in the formation and enforcement of tariff laws. 
Everybody in the United States is a consumer. 
Everybody 
to some extent pays the tariff either because of purchase of im 
ported goods or by the payment of higher prices for protectee 
goods of domestic manufacture. 
But the great lot of us are no 
merely consumers, but producers as well, or beneficiaries, more or 
less, of actual producers. Henry Ford is a great producer, though 
it happens, one who seeks no tariff protection. 
But his tens o 
thousands of workmen and agents and their hundreds of thou 
sands of family dependents have quite as much interest in legis 
lation which protects and stimulates production as they have in 
regulations for the protection of the consumer. 
The Consumers 
Counsel in some way or another has got to identify his clients, 
will be no easy task. 
Annually* the Consumers’ Counsel must report to Congress 
what he has done. 
Always when Congress is not in session he is 
supposed to be the representative of that body before the Tarn 
Commission. If the flexible clause shall ultimately be retained in 
the law, the Consumers’ Counsel will have among his other duties 
that of persuading by facile argum ent the President to use his 
power always in behalf of the consumer. 
Of course, the Presi­ 
dent appoints the Consumers’ Counsel, who will hold his position 
at the pleasure of the Executive. But this fact is not supposed to 
militate against his single-minded devotion to his millions of 
clients. 
Just whence proceeded the demand for the creation of this 
new and difficult federal position is not generally known. 
It 
would, of course, be foolish to look upon it merely as another evi­ 
dence of the desire of politicians to create high-salaried jobs. 
Probably it is fairer to look upon it, simply as a gesture by which 
the Senate hoped to divert public attention from a measure which 
seems to become more unpopular almost daily. 
A very ineffective 
gesture it is, because the most cursory consideration of the posi­ 
tion in which this official will find himself must convince anyon< 
that the chances of his exercising any influence* or authority ad­ 
vantageous to the mass of consumers are exceedingly small.
